Residents of SierTi Madre and Arcadia are 
urged to cheek out of their public libraries an 
environmental study for a proposed radio tower 
north of .Arcadia. 

The proposed 290-ft. tower is set for the area 
adjacent to the Chantry Flats Road just north of 
Arcadia and northeast of the corporate boundary 
of Sierra Madre. The tower would serve KMAX- 
FM, a Pasadena multi-lingual station. 

Anyone wishing to comment on the document i 
should write the U.S. Forest Service, Oak Grove 
County Park, Edintridgc, Calif. 91011. The dead¬ 
line for submitting comments is Apr. 11. 

The environmental study that addresses the 
impact a tower such as the one proposed would 
make on the area, was completed by Richard 
Flavvkins of the Forest Service, since the area in 
question is part of the Forest Service. 

The station currently uses a 92-ft. pole which, 
they believe, they have outgrown. It is located 
directly adjacent to the Chantry Flats County Road 
that leads into Santa Anita Canyon. In 1983, 
this portion of the forest had 161,600 visits.

Why docs one become a volunteer for the 
Peace C'oips? Fhis is the infamous question 1 
have never become used to answering but I will 
try. As senior at IJ.C. Berkeley, 1 was considering 
programs that would allow me to e.xperience a new 
part of the world while 1 offered hands-on 
assistance with an international problem such as 
hunger. I was also looking for the means to have 
my life be a direct reflection of my values and 
beliefs. 

.After discussing the frustrations and joys of the 
Peace Corps with former volunteers, 1 was 
ambivalent and not ready for the commitment. 

.As an employee of the United States government, 
wouldn’t I be a part of President Reagan’s human 
rights facade? Fhe human aid given by Peace Corps 
volunteers could defend the F’resident’s verbal 


commitment to justice and distract from his 
escalation of weapon’s assistance. 

Yet after much deliberation, I realized that my 
desire to work for peace and to assist others 
could transcend the current administration. In a 
village in Mauritania, NW Africa, 1 would be the 
sole representative of American policy, so 1 joined. 

Our training began on St. Helena Island, 

S.C., in Frogmore, a small agricultural and 
predominantly black community. We, a group 
of young (23-33-yrs.), liberal arts college educated 
idealists, were immediately immer.sed in an intensive 
program at Penn. Center. This site has been the 
cultural center of Frogmore since it was opened 
by the United States government in 1862 as a school 
to aid the former slaves in their transition to 
personal land ownership. It was also here where 
Dr. Martin l.uther King .Ir., in between rallies 
and marches for his dream of equality, retreated 
to rest by an inlet bay. 

We were students of agriculture, livestock.

Although this week’s Sierra Madre City Council 
agenda looked long, next month’s meetings will 
be longer because several items were deferred. 

Chambers will be packed Mar. 26 for the W'ar- 
den and Sullivan, and the Shollenbcrger appeals 
of Planning Commission actions as well as trans¬ 
portation Prop. A funds discussions. Also to be 
heard that evening is discussion on filming licenses 
and a public hearing on the Woodland bridge. 

Tuesday evening’s session drew the most con¬ 
troversy when Doris and W. Alden Webster’s 
new construction on the grounds at 305 E. Laurel 
were termed illegal for R-1 property, and the Web- 
sters were given 60 days to comply, to revert to its 
original R-1 status. 

The Community Redevelopment Agency and 
City Council came to no decision about what to 
do with the potential problem of the old city hall. 
“We all feel we don’t have enough details,” Mayor 
Pro Tern Charles Corp announced to the audience. 

On Feb. 7, the CRA gave present owners 
Fritz Ahern and Harold Anderson 3()-day notice 
of a possible breach of contract since they had 
entered into escrow with Donald Murphy without 
contacting the city. 

Citv .Attorney Charles Martin met with Murphy 
Ftiesday and the architect says he would like to 
step into the shoes of the two developers, .Ahern 
and Anderson, and “cure the default.” 

There are several reasons for the city calling 
the default since there is a question of whether the 
developers completed projects outlined in the ori¬ 
ginal sale and their attempt to sell the proicci 
without first notifying Sierra Madre CR.A who 
originally sold the old city hall to the developers. 

As of Tuesday evening, all action is deterred 
to Martin and City Administrator ,lim McRc.i tor 
negotiations. 

In the study session before the regular citv 
council meeting, the city attornev sat in ii' assisi 
the council in dealing with the possibiliiv ot a de¬ 
termination hearing to include Group U Cable FV . 

Two separate citizen groups have presented 
to the council letters with several signatures re- 
questing such a hearing be held tir determine 
whether or not Group has satisfied all the points 
necessary for deregulation of fees, i.c..whether it 
has 7l)“'o petietratioii iti the cottitmttitty atid it ihctc 
are five available chatinels for viewittg. 

Fhe question arises whett the lattgitagc of the 
dcregulatioti is exatnitied sittcc there is tu' dis- 
titiction whether the chatittcls ate to be viewed 
with or vvithout cable. 

.Also questioned was whether or tioi the city 
coitticil would lead actioti or it they woitld dcict 
such actiott to citi/eti groups otily. 

If there is a dctcrtnitialiott hcarittg it ttntsi be 
set oti vvf belorc .Apr. 23 to satisfy the statutes.

Understanding 
The Crucifixion 
of Christ

Sierra Madre Congregational Church 

Jesus of Nazareth was crucified out¬ 
side the walls of Jerusalem under the ver¬ 
dict of Pontius Pilate, the Roman gover¬ 
nor of Palestine. 

Beyond question, the cross has been 
the central symbol of Christianity from the 
very earliest days of the Christian church. 
The cross dominates all other graphic 
designs in Christian decor. It stands out 
and above all else, as a sign of God’s 
victory over everything in man that could 
hinder communion between a holy God 
and soiled, sinful humanity. We place it on 
our church steeples and wear it in gold 
around our necks. 

To the Christian, it is a symbol of 
celebration. Yet, through the years, the 
symbol has been more widely seen than 
its meaning has been understood. 

Even we, who call ourselves His fol¬ 
lowers are not always certain we under¬ 
stand the meaning of the cross or the 
victory we celebrate. We are certain that 
the cross is central, but we are not always 
sure that we understand personally what it 
means. 

The basic reason the meaning of the 
cross is illusive to people in general, 
and even to confessing Christians in par¬ 
ticular, is that its significance is deeper 
than both history or even theology. In 
other words, there is a depth of meaning 
that can only be grasped when the in¬ 
quirer becomes subjectively, experiential- 
ly involved. The casual observer, or even 
the curious student of religion, will be 
unable to detect, let alone appreciate the 
central significance of the Crucifixion. 

We all know there is a depth of 
appreciation for being healthy that is hard 
to experience until one has been healed 
of a life-threatening disease. To savor the 
full joy and sweetness of home, one must 
for some time be far away from home. 
To truly grasp the importance of oxygen, 
one must be deprived of it for just a few 
seconds beyond the normal span. 

So also, to truly understand the sal¬ 
vation bought for us through the cross of 
Christ, we must first experience the reality 
of being separated from God; utterly, 
tragically lost! 

There is an appreciation of history 
that comes through reading an eye wit¬ 
ness’ testimonial. There is a theological 
understanding that comes through care¬ 
ful, analytical study. But there is a pro¬ 
found, life-changing appreciation for the 
Crucifixion which comes when I see that 
the death of Christ was actually the death 
I deserved to die. 

He, very simply, died for me. He took 
my place and paid the terrible price of 
morai justice I should have borne. 

To make the crucifixion even more 
real, to enter into the deep meaning of 
the cross, I must first see myself as a 
violator of God’s moral law. When I see 
that I have lived as if I were the master 
of my fate, the captain of my own soul, 

I begin to prepare myself to appreciate 
the meaning of the cross of Christ. 

I see my soul as thoroughly helpless 
to find a remedy or reform my condition. 

I sense the hopelessness within the wis¬ 
dom and strength of human resources to 
heal me. I see myself as guilty before a 
holy God and bow in humility to ask for 
mercy. 

Now, admittedly, such subjective 
identification with and personal involve¬ 
ment in the historical even of the cru¬ 
cifixion of Jesus is a bit radical at first 
thought, and downright humbling at sec¬ 
ond thought. For years, my unwillingness 
to get involved kept me at arms length 
from personally embracing the centrai sig¬ 
nificance of the cross. 

However, as I defensively kept God 
safely “boxed in the Bibie,” and the 
theology of my early Christian training, I 
still found myself hungering and thirsting 
after something deeper and more per¬ 
sonal. 

There developed within me an aware¬ 
ness of a profound loneliness for Some¬ 
one to stand within my hollow orthodoxy; 
Someone in heaven to finally come home 
to. 

I had always been interested in avoid¬ 
ing hell and ending up in heaven, but 
gradually through my teenage years, I 
found what Augustine said was true of me 
too — “Thou hast made us for THYSELF, 
O God, and our hearts are restless, until 
they find their rest in THEE.“ And Jesus 
said, “Come unto ME all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden and I will give you 
rest.” What I deeply desired was more 
than a religion that would guarantee my 
cosmic safety. I wanted a personal re¬ 
lationship that would release me from my 
profound internal loneliness for God. 

As I heard the message of the Bible 





Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

Have you even wondered how certain 
inventions came to be invented? I mean 
inventions like the common, everyday items we 
take for granted, such as the Band-aid, 

Most often inventions come about out of 
necessity, which is the exact story behind the 
Band-Aid. But first, a bit of history. 

The earliest “Band-aids” or bandages 
mentioned in any medical records were created 
by the clever Egyptians. Their bandages were 
soft poultices and plasters of myrrh and honey, 
spread on linen.

However, the need to be more hygienic 
when bandaging a wound was stressed when 
germs were discovered through the use of a 
microscope in the 16(XJs. That’s when the race 
began to invent the Band-Aid. 

Actually it was out of necessity that a 
man named Dickson invented the Band-Aid. 
At the time, in the early 1920s, Dickson 
worked for Johnson & Johnson. EJe just 
happened to marry a very beautiful, but very 
accident-prone, young lady. Mrs. Dickson 
always managed to cut herself while doing 
housework (which proves my theory that 
housework is dangerous). Mr. Dickson made a 
supply of Band-Aids by folding gauze into 
a narrow pad, unrolling the tape, putting the 
gauze pad on it and putting down a band 
of crinoline to keep the tape from sticking 
to itself. 

Johnson & Johnson liked the idea so much 
they manufactured the adhesive bandage. It 
was precut in 1924, completely sterilized in 
1939and in 1958, spun out on sheer vinyl. 

Appropriately named the “Band-Aid,” 
Johnson & Johnson has done a booming 
business. Band-aids have been life-savers for 
all of us who have our share of cut fingers 
and skinned knees. And sales prove the 
Band-Aid’s usefulness at a mere 4 billion a 
year!

Reader says TV rate 
change is 
‘astronomical’

Reference is made to 
my registered letter to 
G\\’C of June 4, 1984. 
I never received the 
courtesy of a reply, nor 
did I receive credit (until 
now) for the “illegal” 
charges for your remote 
control unit. 

Month after month 
GW'C continued to charge 
me for their remote 
control unit. In addition, 
GWe threatened that if 1 
did not pay, they would 
discontinue my service. 
Furthermore, by claim¬ 
ing that my account was 
past due, CiWC blemish¬ 
ed my credit rating. 

Your recent undated 
letter addressed “Dear 


Group W Cable Cus¬ 
tomer” admits that 
GWe should never have 
charged for their remote 
control unit by retro¬ 
actively crediting the ac¬ 
counts of their active 
customers for this “il¬ 
legal” charge. Now, in 
this same letter, you in¬ 
form your customers 
that, what you in effect 
have admitted to be 
“illegal” in the past has, 
all of a sudden, become 
legal starting this March. 

Since GWC adsised 
me before installing their 
36 channel system, both 
verbally and in writing, 
that there would be no 
charge for this special 
equipment which they re¬ 
quire to operate my re¬ 
mote control TV set, my 
position remains the 
same, i.e. the charge for 
GWC’s special equip¬ 
ment (remote control 
unit) is “illegal.” 

E-mally, the last par¬ 


agraph of your recent 
letter describes your 
price increase to be mo¬ 
derate. A better and 
more truthful choice ot 
words would have been 
astronomical. As you 
very well know, you have 
increased my cable price 
from $9.55/month ($7.05 
primary cable + $2.50 
additional cable -t re¬ 
mote control) to $14.40/ 
month ($.8.95 primary 
cable -1- $3.95 addition¬ 
al cable $1.50 remote 
control), a 51% increase 
in less than two years.

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Honolulu artist spans centuries 


The first impression of John Young is vitality. 
Although his hair is white and he is well into 
his 70s, there is a vigor that many people younger 
do not possess. And that same aliveness is trans¬ 
mitted to all of his canvases. 

He’s known in Honolulu as prolific, perhaps 
almost as prolific as Picasso. He is probably about 
as versatile as Picasso since he, too, went through 
many periods finally settling in the gorgeous wild 
abstracts that burn their way into the eyes. 

John Young has pretty much run the gamut 
of artists — lithographs, watercolors, oils, ink 
sketches. Realism, forms of impressionism, ab¬ 
stracts. And color, color, color delicately balanced. 
Bold pen and ink strokes, heavy brush strokes — 
they’re all there in his work. 

It is by design that he is an artist at all. 
His father wanted him to be bookkeeper. As the 
sixth of seven children and a native islander, he 
quickly realized that penning numbers was not 
his trade. Instead, he pursued art and tenaciously 
studied until he was recognized by critics who made 
his future much more pleasant and surely more 
comfortable as can be witnessed in his Kahala 
home. 

He has had solo exhibitions from Honolulu 
to Texas, Los Angeles to Seattle. He has had 
group exhibitions at the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, D.C., the Metropolitan in New York, 
the Auckland City Art Gallery in New Zealand and 
the Berlin, Germany Pacific Heritage Traveling Ex¬ 
hibition, to name just a few. 

Permanent collections are in Honolulu, San 
Francisco, Santa Barbara, Los Angeles, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Portland, and the U.S. Embassy in 
Brazil.

General Plan review 

Continued from page 1 

Section 9200 (Introduction) read.s, “The scope 
of Part D is to provide an Open Space Zoning 
Ordinance intended to be consistent with, and sup¬ 
plement to, the Open Space Plan within the 
General Plan of the City of Sierra Madre.” 

Section 9201 (Uses Permitted) paragraph (a) 
states “Land that is essentially unimproved and 
devoted, used, or utilized for preservation of 
natural resources, plant and animal life, ecological 
and scientific study and purposes, rivers, streams, 
lakes and watershed.” Paragraph (b) “Parks, play¬ 
grounds wildlife preserves, recreation area.S and such 
non-habitable buildings and structures as are ac¬ 
cessory thereto.” 

Thus, our ordinances for open space are stating 
that they are to be consistent with the General 
Plan. The General Plan is to be reviewed and 
updated annually. Shouldn’t we review our plan for 
open space in our city before wc grant the developer 
permission to close it up permanently? 

As is stated in our Ciencral Plan: “l.and is 
one of Sierra Madre’s most basic resources, and as 
in all cases, one which cannot be either reduced or 
increased in quantity.” It also points out, “The 
di.sappearance of open space and natural lands, 
particularly in and near rapidly growing urban and 
suburban areas, is of grave concern to the people 
of Sierra Madre and the stale in general. Once 
such lands arc used for residential, commercial 
or industrial purposes, they are often permanently 
rendered unsuitable for parks, conservation or other 
recreation purposes.” 

It goes on to say that open space can “Pro¬ 
vide amenities such as fresh air, quiet and a change 
from the monotony of eilyseapes.” 

At the lime the General Plan was drawn up 
the city had approximately 12 acres of general 
park land. This was about one acre of park for 
each 1()(K) citizens.The additional acreage planned 
on this map is from 25.5 acres to 71.5 acres.
